lug of its standing amongst the other 
nations of the earth until we had 
thorough housecleaning among oxr- 
selves, 

“We assumed the duties of gdévern- 
ment when the nation was at its low- 
est ebb and our every step from the 
very beginning was bitterly fought on 
the one side by the military power 
of the old Imperialists and on the 
other by the money from Soviet Rus- 
sia which was poured into China by 
the Bolsheviks. 

“Until we had put an end to the 
threats from the Militarists there 
could not be a really unified China, 
and there was no need of attempting 
constructive work until unification 
had been effected. With the power of 
the Militariets still unbroken, there 


would have been the constant prob- |

“This putting down or bringing into 
the Kuomintang fold of the military 
leaders, whose personal ambitions have 
been the greatest stumbling block in 
China’s progress, was no easy task, 
and one which certainly could not be 
accomplished in a brief length of time.

General Chiang lacked much of the 
culture and the charm of manner typl- 
cal of highly educated Chinese but 
for these che he made up by a sin- 
cerity of purpose, an intense devotion 
to the welfare of his nation and the 
advancement of his people, and by a 
genius for military leadership ‘which 
has received world-wide reccignitieon. 

His death is a stunning blow to 
China—but even more of a ge in 
that it reflects the trait in Chinese 
leedership which has blocked the path 
of progress at regular intervals since 
the establishedment of a democratic 
form of government. One after an- 
other, leaders who have arisen’ to 
give promise of better times in the 
future for the people as a_ result 
of their inspired efforts have fallen 
at the hands of assassins. 

A new leader may arise in Nanking 
to take the place of Chiang Kai-shek, 
but he is not yet on the horizon. Cer- 
tainly it will not be Chang Hsueh- 
liang. 

May Need Japanese. 

If no such leader arises then it 
will mean tha tthe Chinese national 
government will revert to the condi- 
tions which existed under the em- 
pire, with every war lord dominant 
in his own particular territory. 

Should such a condition arise, there 
is little doubt that sooner or later 
Japan would be forced to step in to 
insure conditions of law and order. 

Perhaps, after all, that might prove 
the best solution of the tragic plight 
of the Chinese people.

CHANG BROADCASTS 
CHIANG EXECUTED. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 16.—(Wednes- 
day)—(#)—Execution of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, announced in a 
radio broadcast by his captor, the re- 
volting war lord, Marshal Chang, 
spread panicky unrest throughout 
China today. ge 

The reported killing of China's 
strong man and several of his generals 
brought fear of renewed civil war and 
chaos in the absence of forceful lead- 
ership. If this occurred it was feared 
Japan would be quick to act. For a 
decade Chiang had been the big man 
and main reliance of his country in its 
struggle for peace within and protec- 
tion against Japan from without. — 

The executions wer announced in 
a radio broadcast by Marshal Chang 

Some Doubt Remains. 

Chiang, active head of the Nan- 
king government, was killed, the 
broadcast said, at Sianfu, Shensi 
province, where Marshal Chang seized 
him Saturday and held him to en- 
force a demand that China make war 
on Japan. 

Chinese who heard the broadcast 
said Marshal Chang assumed the at- 
titude of a man who believed himself 
the savior of his country. When he 
captured the Nankinz generalissimo 
and his chief lieutenants at Sianfu 
he broadcast demands for immediate 
hostilities against Japan, recovery of 
Manchoukuo for China and recogni- 
tion of Communism. 

Because Marshal Chang’s broadcast 
remained the only authority for news 
of the Sianfu assassinations some 
doubt remained of its veracity, in 
view of the possibility that the “young 
marshal” might have made his shock- 
ing statement to intensify China's 
panie and chaos for his own purposes. 
Throughout China and Japan, how- 
ever, his story was generally credited. 


Others Reported Slain. 

Marshal Chang’s announcement was 
in apparent conflict with einer 
received by the Nanking authoritie 
earlier from W. H. Donald, its Au- 
stralian-born adviser, to the effect he 
had seen the generalissimo at Sianfu 
alive and in good spirits. However, 
Donald did not say when he had been 
permitted to see General Chiang. The | 
Australian had flown to the Shensi 
capital to negotiate for the generalissi- 
mo’s release and apparently had re- 
turned to Loyang, Honan province.

Real Grief for China. 

The announcement provoked a hor-| 
rifie] reaction throughout the orient. 
General Chian:, sometimes called the 
“George Washington of China,” yen- 
erally has been admired for his pa- 
triotism and devotion to th. nation’s 
regeneration, his modesty and self- 
effacing character. 

The man who proclaimed his death. 
on the other hand. has lost much in 
public esteem since he lost Manchuria 
to the Japanes . In circles close to the 
Nanking regime his action at Sianfu 
was attributed to a desire to regain 
fublic plaudits and cecome a nationa! 
hero. Those circles pointed ta his radio 
speech. boasting that Geners! Chiang 
was slain because he would not de- 
clare war on Japan as evidence of 
Lis warped logic. 

The announcement that the nation’a 
outstandinz -Jeader had been killed 
plunged China into deep grief and 
horror. in Nanking many Ct.inese said 
Chiang Kai-shek cannot be replaced.

indirect criticism of the King’s private 
life. It must have been perfectly ob- 
vious to King Edward that his ene- 
mies in the British press and his op 
ponents in public affairs were smack- 
ing their lips in obvious relish of his 
imminent embarrassment. 

Publicly and privately, the King of 
England was under an almost unbear- 
able strain that night and yet the 
ecene that confronted me in the com- 
fortable—almost cozy—living room 
was as calm and serene as the picture 
around any British fireside. 

I had visited Fort Belvedere at the 
King’s invitation. [ had known Wallis 
Simpson since she was 18 years old. 
We had mutual] friends in Washington 
and Virginia. Our families had been 
on friendly terms for a generation. 
When the story olf her romance with 
the King began to appear in the Amer- 
ican papers, in an increasing flood 
and with many obvious inaccuracies, 
I cabled her my willingness to help 
her if it were in any way possible. 

She sent me a cablegram in reply, 
asking me if I could confer with her 
in London.

Uur boat anchored at Southhampton 
Monday mornin; and reached ndoo 
in mid-afternoon. It was strange to 
leave behind the American newspapers, 
with their. glaring beadlines about the 
King and Mrs. Simpson, and find my- 
self at the very center of this world- 
wide interest with not a line of the 
Story in the Britush press.

LAKELAND, Fla., Dec. 15.—()— 
American carpenters enthusiastically 
adopted resolutions here today sharp- 
ly criticizing John L. Lewis and de- 
claring his plans for industrial union- 
ism ‘were mad ideas which have been 
tried before, and the efforts of brizht- 
er men than Lewis showed that it 
was fallacy.”

“Under thig system that he is ad- 
vocating, it would be the best politi- 
cians who would get the work and not 
the men skilled in their crafts. 

“We fee] that our craft unions, a)- 
though not perfect as yet, are years 
ahead of Lewis’ mad ideas, which have 
been tried before, and efforts of 
brighter men than Lewis showed that 
it was fallacy.

WRUIING BY MACHINE. 
I1I—Christopher Sholes. 

On a February day in the year 
1819 a child was born in the Sholes 
family at Mooresburg, Pa. He was 
given the .zame of Christopver. 

At the age of 14 Christopher went 
to work in a printing office. He 
learned to set type and to do other 
things to make himself useful. A few 
vears later he left Pennsylvania to go 
to Wisconsin, where his older brother, 
Charles, was owner and editor of a 
newspaper, the “Green Bay Demo- 
crat.’ 


Christopher Sholes and early model 
of his typewriter. 


When only 20 years old, young 
Sholes was sent to Madison to take 
charge of another tewspaper owned 
by his brother, the “Madison Inquir- 
er.”” Soon afterward he went to Ke- 
nosha, Wis., and with a partner start- 
ed the “Telegraph.” Still later he mov- 
ed to Milwaukee and became editor of 
the “Sentinel.” 

Afte: the close of the Civil War, 
when he was 46 years of age, Sholes 
turned with great interest to a dif- 
ferent field—the. field of inventing! 
At that time, we are told, he was a 
man “tall and slender, somewhat frail, 
with long, flowing hair and clear, 


bright eyes that had a faraway look 

. modest, gentle, kindiy.” 

To carry on his new work, Sholes 

used a room in the upper floor of a 
mill owned by one of his triends. He 
invented a “numbering machine,” and 
then set about making a machine to 
write the letters of the alphabet. 
, Sboles’ first step toward the type- 
writer seems to have been to build 
a small model which would write a 
single letter, a “W” cut in brass at 
the end of a telegraph key. The “W” 
was made to strike against a sheet of 
carbon paper placed above white 
paper. 

A test of the little instrument was 
made in a telegraph office. It was 
successful, and the telegraph operator, 
Charle Weller, looked on with great 
interest. Sholes was happy over the 
result. “If one key can make a letter,” 
he said, “I can build a machine with 
30 or 40 keys which will imprint all 
the letters of the alphabet, and all 
numbers, too!” 

Sholes did not know the hardships 
and trials which were ahead for him. 
He did not know that he weuld go into 
debt, and that he would have to strug- 
gle hard to support his wife and chil- 
dren. 

Among the friends of Sholes were 
Carlos Glidden and Samuel Soule. 
They came to his shop, to work with 
him side by side. During long days 
and nights they tried to bring forth 
a typewriter which would work well. 
At last, in the autumn of 1867, a 
model was finished, and was shipped 
to Charles Weller, who ha4 moved to 
St. Louis, Mo., and who had taken 
up work as a court reporter. 

What would Weller find out about 
the machine when he put it to the 
actual test? That was the question 
Sholes and his friends wanced to have 
answered.

Spanish Rebels Suffer Severe 
Defeat With Germans 
in Line. 


MADRID, Dec. 15.—(/)—Govern- 
ment forces wiped out the rear guard 
of the Fascists attacking Madrid while 
Insurgent commanders threw German 


troops into their front lines, defense 
officers declared tonight. 

government announcement said 
General Francisco Franco's troops 
were whipped and “destroyed” in flank 
action at Fresnedillas, 25 miles west 
of Madrid. 

Insurgents were lured almost to the 
Socialist line before the government 
militiamen launched a counter-assault 
with machineguns, mortars and rifles, 
and drove them back, the official state- 
ment asserted. 

Fascists also were repulsed at Val- 
demorillo, east of Fresnedillas, the 
government said. 

Day-Long Battle. 

This fighting in the rear of the Fas- 
cist besieging force was the first re- 
ported in some time. Most recent en- 
gagements have been in the outskirts 
of Madrid. 

Defense officers asserted they ob- 
red German troops in the front 
s of the Fascists, attacking Boadil- 
la del Monte, about nine miles west of 
the capital. The presence of the Ger- 
mans, they said, was “duly checked.” 

The battle ebbed and flowed around 
the battered village, but the govern- 
ment said an Insurgent advance had 
been beaten off and a counter-attack 
had been started after guns were mass- 
ed in that sector. 

The fighting raged throughout the 
day in a vast area west of the capital, 
with the Insurgents at Valdemorilla 
reported attempting to link themselves 
with those at Robledo de Chavela, who 
were said to be cut off from the im- 
portant Fascist stronghold of El Es- 
corial, northwest of Madrid. 

An all-British company was formed 
from the “international brigade” of 
foreigners who volunteered to fight for 
the defense of Madrid. Ralph Fox, a 
writer, was named head of the British 
unit. 

A government announcement said 
the Fascists lost 14.000 men in the 
fighting in University City, the cam- 
pus section of northwestern Madrid 
which the [nsurgents have christened 
“the slaughter house.”

While he has centered his attention 
on alleviation of condition¢ at the 
State Hospital for the Insane at Mil- 
ledgeville, his interest will embrace 
all institutions of the eleemosynary 
system,

the deaf at Cave Springs, the training 
school for boys at Milledgeville, the 
training school for girls at Atlanta, 
the school for feeble minded children 
at Gracewood, and the sanitarium for 
tubercular at Alto. 

Need for improvement in the insane 
asylum, he said, is greater than at 
the other institutions. This, Harrie 


said; is because there is an “imme-- 


diate and imperative demand” for car- 
ing for the mentally unbalanced, while 
other institutions maintain long wait- 
ing lists who are not forced to over- 
tax their facilities to the extent, he 
declared exists at Milledgeville.
